WHAT MAKES BCS WORK? 



What makes BCS work? This was a question put to me 
by a Trientl who paid a visit to Deanna and me during 
the course of last summer. He has been teaching at a private 
school for alinost 30 years and, naturally, as we were tour- 
ing the grounds and buildings of BCS, we discussed the 
similarities and differences between our two schools. In 
response to his question, I quickly replied that he would 
know the answer because most of our CAIS schools are 
alike, and, after all, wc 
generally follow the same 
philosophies. 

After he and his wife 
had left I started thinking 
about the question; what 
does make BCS work? 1 
believe there are four 
crucial aspects of life at 
BCS which help us to be 
so effective. They are: 
participation, personal 
attention, accountability 
and teamwork. 

Participation is the 
hallmark of BCS: if I 
could transport each and 
every one of you lo the 
school for one day (any 
day) you would see a 
group of self-confident 
young men and women going about their business. From 
breakfast until bedtime they are on the go. accomplishing 
an enormous variety of extraordinary things. So much of 
what they achieve is initiated by the students tbetiiselves. 
So much of what they undertake has a focus on moral and 
social responsibility. So much of what they do demands a 
very high level of commitment. So much of what they work 
on shows impressive results. You have only to read the 
accounts of Oliver! and the Round Square Conference to 
see the kind of participation they practise. 

Personal attention goes hand in hand with participation. 
This is where the teachers participate, with that very special 
kind of determination that BCS teachers show. Sinall class- 
es and individual attention mean that no student is anony- 
mous. Constant discussion between teachers and with stu- 
dents, contact with parents, help from Houseparents, and 
regular meetings between students and their teacher 
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'mentors' all go towards ensuring that students" needs and 
concerns are met. Personal attention means a faculty shar- 
ing common beliefs about what is best for students, and 
working closely with each other and the siudenis in their 
care. 

Accountability is increasingly becoming a fact of life at 
BCS. If parents do not believe we are worth the tuition, 
they can elect to send their children to a public school free 

of charge. Accountability 
is therefore built in to all 
aspects of BCS life. The 
students are accountable 
to their teachers, every 
faculty member is 
accountable to the Head- 
master and I am account- 
able to the Board. Expec- 
tations are clear on all 
sides, and to ensure that 
we continue to provide the 
highest possible quality of 
education, we are embark- 
ing on a comprehensive 
teacher evaluation pro- 
gramme to enhance the 
professional development 
of all our teachers. 

Finally, none of this 
would work without the 
kind of co-operative teamwork displayed by all those who 
work and study at BCS. Students, support staff and faculty 
have the best interests of the School at heart. They come 
together in many different ways to shape the curriculum, 
enhance the quality of student life, plan for the future and 
make the innumerable decisions which help to make BCS 
work. 

If my friend were to ask me the question again, what I 
have written here would be iny more considered response. 
Our CAIS schools do have much in common, but reflecting 
on what I have written, I feel it is not only an answer to 
what makes BCS work, but also an answer to what makes 
BCS better

It was a monstrous job for 
Mary and 1 to manage to get him home to Ottawa 
before he died. This was accomplished with the 
help of Frank in Ottawa, Gordon who went from 
Calgary to Vancouver, Carol who came from Cuba 
and our youngest son, Alan. 

During the last two weeks of his life, the support 
of his BCS classmates was unbelievable. The fol- 
lowing came and stayed by his bedside ai our 
house in Oltawa; Chris Stewart-Patterson from 
Vancouver, Richard Eddy from Victoria, Robbie 
Smith from Bermuda, Lee Harrison from Montreal 
and James White from Aurora.

Monday 
night. Backstage, a neglected soda 

can clinks to the ground. Faces tense 

with worry in the darkness. We're a 

quarter of the way through the first 

act and, already, more than one voice 

has cracked...

The stage crew is 

beginning to doze on the set. In a 

shadowy comer, Fagin yawns, winc- 
ing at the pain of stretching his sore 

face.

If you didn't understand the above headline, then you may 
want to set aside April 22'"' to April 25'" on your calendar - 
the week-end of the .'^rd Annual Stoker Spring Festival. A 
visit to the Schi)ol will send you home knowing that 
lotihetie! means 'The Spirit Lives" in Mohawk. 

Why, you ask, will you learn this native phrase at BCS of all 
places? The answer is simple. Tlie focus of this ye;ir's festival is 
native iin and culture, and "Tlie Spirit Lives" is the thenie of the 
show. Such a theme is a timely one, as 1993 is the United 
Nations' Year for Indigenous Peoples and also a year in which 
Canadians are struggling to define their own cultural identity. 

Organizers of the festival are confident that it will be an 
enormous success thanks to the key role played by Victoria 
Stewart (KHC 't5)\ it will include a loan exhibition of native 
an organized by Sarah Ivory (BCS '79). Among the various 
artists exhibiting are: Steve McComber (Kanien,kehaka 
which means Mohawk), whose stone carvings and sculptures 
arc found in both Canadian and American Museums; Wayne 
Skyc (Cayuga), another sculptor of international repute; 
Norman Knot (Ojibwa), who works in ink and watercoiour; 
Charlotte King (Kanien.kehaka), a painter of large colourful 
canvasses, and Larry McKenzie (Kanien.kehaka), a jeweller 
working primarily in silver. In addition, there will be works 
by other artists from the Iroquois Nations, Inuit and Cree, 
including paintings, sculptures, ceramics, fashion, leather- 
works, masks, com husk dolls and rattles. 

Brendan Trower, who has been instrumental in the success 
of previous Stoker Festivals, will once again be putting his 
talents to use by organizing an exhibition of student art from 
both native and non- native schools across Canada. 

Also not to be missed is the Theatrical and Literaiy Gala, 
orchestrated by Maryse Forest, to be performed in both 
English and French by our own talented students. 

Shirley Stoker (KHC '46). in whose memory the festival 
was established, would have been proud of the choice for 
this year's theme. She. herself, was an early collector of 
native art. and an important patron of both Canadian artists 
and art institutions. 

So don't miss the opportunity to participate in one of 
BCS's most popular events, which this year means a chance 
lo learn about the art and culture of the first inhabitants of 
our country.

ADDRESS IN CHAPEL

husband, Timothy, and son, Robby. This is the siory:

Of these names, a lew may be familiar to some of you 
but one should ring a bell with all of yoii. 

P. G. Holt. 

Peter Grattan Holt was born oil May 
31-', 1923. He came to BCS from Selwyn 
House when he was about to turn twelve, 
and the start to his career at BCS was not 
impressive. 

A Head Prefecl of the time remembers 
him as arrogant, as one who didn't always 
do what he was supposed to do, and as one 
who would question why he should have 
to do it in the first place. 

His early reports present us with a boy 
who was "indolent", one who "must work 
harder", one who "wasted time" and had 
to be "suspended from hockey until [the 
Headmaster! was satisfied with his work." 

This was in Peter Holt's Third Form 
year. 

In Form IV, his Housemaster described 
him as "a likeable but noisy boy [who] 
should put more energy into his work." 
The Headmaster merely wroie, "Too much talk; not enough 
effort," and bumped him down from IVa to IVb. 

It was ai (his time that Peter started to improve. He 
became a solid student, an accomplished football player, a 
member of the ski team, a young man given to creative 
writing, and a debater. 

One story about him is that he was one of two subs on 
the football team of 1938. This was a particularly good 
learn that beat everyone who came along. (Actually, they 
beat everyone except Stanstead College, and they lost that 
game mainly because of the tremendous kicking of our own 
Major Sam Abbott who played for the border town team. 
So good was his kicking that he is even mentioned by name 
in our BCS Yearbook!) 

In spite of this loss, they convinced the Headmaster, Mr. 




Crawford Grier, known to all as the ""Bear", to let them go 
down to St. Catharines. Ontario, to play Ridley College — • 
a school that was supposed to have the best schoolboy team 
in Canada. Only one sub could go, and Peter won the toss. 
Off they went, and lost the game by a close 101 - 0. After 
the dust settled, there was a lively debate on the sidelines 
with Holt, apparently, insisting that the score was only 
100-0! 
In his final year, Peter Holt was selected to be a Prefect. 
Half way through the year, however, he 
was in a movie theatre on Wellington 
Street in Sherbrooke with two Prefect 
friends, one, in fact, was the Head 
Prefect. 

After the movie, a decision was made 
to cross the street to the Frontcnac Hotel, 
as it then was, and to have a beer. Peter 
Holt declined as he had to get back to 
school. Actually, one of the two remem- 
bers that be had a date... 

A master from the School came along 
and the drinkers were caught. Both 
Prefects were demoted, and Peter Holt 
was made Acting Head Prefect. 

In his history of BCS. Graham 
Patriquiu writes this about Peter Holt at 
that time: 



Flyin.ii Officer Peter Grmum Hoh 



"...half way ill rough his 

Prefect year he was asked to 

serve the School in circimistances 

that lieniunded iiiiparatleleil niorii! courage and the 

ultimate infidelity. 

His acceptance was direct, devoid of heroics, 
and cotnpletely effective. He was, indeed, a serving 
Prefect of the finest tradition. " 

Younger contemporaries remember him as a command- 
ing School Officer who had the respect of Masters and boys 
alike. He was tall and handsome, strong-jawed and dark- 
eyed. He was a thinker, a writer, and a debater. He was an 
athlete, a leader, and a strong friend. 

One contemporary remembers that they had become 
friends becan.se he stood up to Peter Holt, and Peter Holt 
liked that. 

Peter's younger sister remembers his sensitivity, hisycjj'e 

.»%:•■ 
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de vivre, his inquisitive mind, and his many close friends. 

When he graduated from BCS in 1941 having just turned 
eighteen, he won the Grant Hall Medal for Debating and a 
BCS Tankard, a special award for good sense, fairness, and 
devotion to the School. 

When one looks through the old yearbooks, one is very 
aware how important the war was to the students at BCS 
even though they were an ocean away from it. Peter Holt 
was no exception. There was a belief in the cause of the 
war: there was a willingness to enlist, and a fatalism to 
accept whatever was to happen. 

Even before he left BCS. Peter Holt showed signs in his 
poetry and in his debating that he was headed for battle. It 
was no surprise, then, that he enlisted in the RCAF upon 
graduation. 

During the next year and a half, Peter Holt wrote several 
letters to the Headmaster — that same Headmaster who had 
suspended him from hockey, and who had bumped him 
down to the "b"' stream. In one letter he said, 

" You know how I feel ahoui BCS and how ! real- 
ize thai the school did more for me than I will ever 
be cihle to repay. I thank you, sir, for many pleasant 
years. " 

In his training, and in his flying, he di.scovered the value 
of solitude. 

In another extract, we see not only the fatalism, but also 
Peter Holt's vision for a new library: 

"What is it you need most at the school? I 
always .\ai(l I'd give the schoo} something to 
remember me by when I died — and as this may not 
be far off now I'd better .start thinking about it — / 
was thinking about a library — but some place a 
little more secluded. However. I'd better stop or 
you 'II be thinking me a sordid fatalist or something 
— but it really doesn 't bother me much. " 

He trained with the RCAF for a year, and was finally 
.sent overseas in August of 1942. 

By May of '43, he was a Flight Officer with the 44'" 
(Rhodesia) Squadron of the RAF. He was one of seven men 
Hying in a Lancaster bomber. He was the pilot. 

On the night of May 29'", Peter Holt's plane was one of 
292 aircraft that fiew to bomb Wuppertal, Germany. There 



were seven planes thai went missing that night. His was 
one of them. 

Of the seven men. there was one survivor, the nuvigatur. 
Sergeant Doug Kimpton, and his wife recently wrote in a 
letter that they were shot down over Southern Holland on 
their way back home.

The aircraft had blown up. but Sergeant Kimpton. and 
possibly Peter Holt, were blown out of the plane. Sergeant 
Kimpton came to in time to pull his rip cord. He landed 
safely with just a sprained ankle and eventually was caught 
and spent the next two years as a prisoner of war. 

Peter Holt is buried in the Nijmegen Cemetery, Holland. 

By the time his plane was blown up, it would have been 
the early morning of May 30'\ 1943. 

The next day. he would have turned twenty. 

Eight years earlier, he had been a belligerent third for- 
mer, standing up to authority, and refusing to do his work. 
In the ensuing years, he had grown up to recognize the val- 
ues that surrounded him. to understand and accept the 
responsibilities that came his way. to appreciate his School, 
and to serve his country. 

On the first page of the Christmas Yearbook of 1941. 
there is a poem attributed to an Old Boy in the RCAF.

The Old Boy was Peter Holt. This is the poem: 

/ can .St ill remember most of it all. 
The green of the grass in the early spring. 
The silvery sheen that the first snows bring; 
The reddish-brown hue of very late fall, 
I still remember most of it all. 

The chain of ivy over the wall, 
The blare of the bugles on Saturday morn. 
The end of the game — all muddy and torn, 
The scarred cricket bat — the old rugger ball, 
I still can remember most of it all. 

The bright light of the moon when late one night, 
I stood on the steps and thought about life, 
I thought about war and trouble and strife; 
And then I decided it was time to fight. 
It was time to do the thing that was right. 

But I shall remember most of it all. 

He "stood on the steps, arid thought about life..." We 
know those steps, outside Centre Halt. We've stood there, 



and while we've seen what he saw, thank God. and thanks to 
people like Peter Holt, we don't have to face what he faced. 

Perhaps the next lime we stand on Centre Steps, we will 
think about Peter Holt. 

In 1951, ten years after he graduated from BCS, the 
Peter G. Holt Memorial Library was opened, and his dream 
of "some place a little 
more secluded" be- 
came a reality. 

The names of one 
hundred and thirty 
men are about to be 
read to you. Each has 
his own story. 

R G. Holt is one of 
the names you will 
hear read this morn- 
ing.

PROFILE - VICTORIA STEWART 




Vktoiia Stewart {KHC '65) 



One of Vicki Stewart's 
early aiui liappy memo- 
ries is of playing under a 
table in Chief Poking Fire's 
Village while her father was 
visiting with the eiders. 
Vicki has always felt at 
home and accepted in 
Native comnmnitie.s. When 
Vicki's passion for history 
focused on Aborigina! histo- 
ry, she was following a fam- 
ily tradition. Her grandfather 

was a niemher of the Caughnawaga Historical Society and 
her father an Hononrary Chief of the Blackfoot. 

When Vicki went off to King's Hall at the age of ten, a 
special grade was created for this youngest pupil with Miss 
Gil lard the only teacher. In that year and in the succeeding 
years at Compton, Gilly's teachings and values made a 
deep impression on Vicki. It was only much later that she 
realized how close was Gilly's philosophy to the teachings 
of the Longhouse; "respect yourself and others", "walk at 
the same height", "honour your word", "walk your talk". 
She was not surprised to learn that the young Miss Gillard, 
while teaching in a one -room school house in Manitoba, 
spent many week-ends in a nearby Indian Community, 

Vicki has been very active in the organization of the 
Gillard Lectures and Debates, One of the speakers that she 
brought to BCS in 1990 was a young man from 
Kahnawake. Olympic Gold Medalist Alwyn Morris, who 
won iwo medals in kayaking in 1984. She was struck by the 
fact that the BCS purple and white were the colours of the 
most important wampums (treaty belts made of beads 
carved from the white or purple parts of the quahog clam 
shells). The Two Row Wampum presented to the Dutch of 
New Amsterdam in the early seventeenth century consisted 
of bands of white shell beads with two rows of purple 
beads running parallel the length of the belt. The white 
background signified purity and peace, the two purple 
bands the laws and beliefs of the white man and those of 
the Iroquois Confederacy, running side by side in harmony 
but not touching, each respecting the other's path. 

The idea of using this mutual symbol of purple and 
white to create better understanding between BCS and the 
Native Community is coming to fruition in the year that the 
United Nations has designated the Year for Indigenous 



Peoples. This April, thanks in large part to Vicki, the Stoker 
Arts Festival will feature native artist.s of many disciplines 
and the school will have the opportunity to meet Aboriginal 
leaders and teachers as well as musicians and artists. 

With her connections in both communities, Vicki is in a 
unique position. She sees her role as that of a pathfinder, 
seeking ways to foster better cojnmunicatton and under- 
standing between the white and Native communities, 
uncovering the truths of history, not making judgments but 
focusing and building on the positive. 

She knows Gilly would approve.

JAMES THATCHER 

Tony Ross (BCS '75) Remembers 

James was a year ahead of me at 
BCS, at\d we weren't close friends. 
However, we both lived in Ctiapman 
House, and in his Fomi VII year, we 
both worked on the magazine, James 
was the edilor, 

I remember James as the guy in 
the three-piece suit. He was always 
wearing a three-piece suit. And he 
was always snealcing cigarettes on 
the walk up and down to Chapman 
House, stopping by the tree behind 
Milner's to finish his butt before the 
walk across the football field - very 
important for a Prefect. Perhaps it 
was the three-piece stjit, perhaps it 
was because he was the Cadet 
Sergeant Major, but he always 
seemed serious, (well, almost 
always: wasn't he suspended along 
with most of his Form V class for the 
infamous party up Moulton Hill?) 

I got to know James well when 
we were room-mates at Western. 
This was also the time when he 
came out, when, after a long period 
of wrestling with the issue, James 
came to terms with the fact that he 
was gay. Coming out wasn't an easy 
thing to do back then, and Western, 
in London, Ontario, wasn't exactly 
the hot bed of tolerant liberal i.sm. 
. James made his decision, and as 



with most other things in his life, he 
went full steam ahead. As founder of 
the Western Gay As,sociation, he set 
up a hot- line for gay people to call 
for advice on such matters as how to 
tell their family and friends. He 
became one of the leading organizers 
of the gay community at Western - a 
community that, until then, had 
existed in the shadows. 

I never knew James to foist his 
lifestyle on anyone else. In the 
beginning he was fighting to break 
down the barriers that the straight 
world had set up, fighting against 
discrimination, and fighting for 
acceptance. 

Although I haven't spoken to 
James in the last several years, I 
know he never stopped fighting. 
When he died, he was co-chair of the 
Toronto-based activist group, AIDS 
Action Now! He spent the last years 
of his life trying to convince the 
Ontario and Federal Governments to 
spend more on AIDS research, and 
to do more to help people living with 
HIV - to help them to be able to 
afford the expensive drugs necessary 
to stay alive. ". : .
